‘Postcards in Perspective’ was a series of events organised the 
extended Brent Museum and Archives’ team during the 
summer, 2024. It brought together staff and community 
members to explore decolonisation through the lens of 
historical postcards from the British Empire Exhibition. 


Participants examined colonial narratives, engaged in 
discussions about power and representation, and created new 
postcards to challenge and reframe these narratives. These 
creations formed a growing counter-archive, set to be part of a 
future exhibition. 


Spaces in a library were create for the community to challenge 
dominant historical narratives, amplify marginalised voices, 
and build a collective memory of decolonisation in action. It 
also connected Brent’s local history to global colonial legacies, 
providing a dialogue on the lasting impact of colonialism. 


As part of ongoing decolonisation efforts by the Brent 
Museum and Archives, the events encouraged critical thinking, 
artistic engagement, and a reimagining of the borough's 
history to better represent its diverse community.
